To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 

URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  NORTHFLEET 

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  year  it  is  the  duty 
of  a  medical  officer  of  health  to  make  to  the  local  authority  a  report 
for  that  year  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  on  the  sanitary  administration, 
on  the  vital  statistics  and  on  any  other  matters  concerning  their  district 
on  which  he  considers  it  desirable  to  report  or  on  which  the  Minister  requires 
him  to  report. 

The  medical  officer  of  health  has  also  a  duty  to  inform  himself  as 
far  as  practicable  respecting  all  matters  affecting  or  likely  to  affect  the 
public  health  in  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed  and  be  prepared  to 
advise  the  local  authority  on  any  such  matter. 

The  tables  that  follow  form  part  of  a  report  written  to  contribute  to 
the  fulfilment  of  these  duties.  It  is  expedient  for  the  report  to  cover 
the  three  years  1967-69  and  be  written  in  the  following  parts:
